The most recent illustration of these truths is found 


in the action of the newly elected Democratic Senator 
from Maryland. William C. Bruce. 
In the squabble to 


determine whether Smith of South Carolina or Cummins 
of Iowa is to be the chairman of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission Bruce, in order to show his disdain of the 
La Follette insurgents, bolted his party and voted with 
the Republicans for Cummins. 


Bruce's vote prevented Smith's election and saved 


the day, at least temporarily, for the Republicans. Nat- 
urally there arose a variety of howls from the conflicting 
interests. The Democratic ox, which received the goring, 
bellowed indignantly and mournfully. The insurgents cry 
out at what they perhaps rightfully denominate the bi- 
partisanship of old line politics when it is threatened at a 
vital spot and the Republicans proclaim the "manly inde- 
pendence of Bruce." 


Typical of this medley of voices The Baltimore Even- 


ing Sun. Independent Democratic and friendly to Bruce. 
says that his explanation of his position is "sound doc- 
trine" and should ''serve as a rallying point for all honest 
Democrats in the upper house." The New York World. 
Democratic, calls him a "deserter." and says he is a "sea- 
soned corporation lawyer and long closely identified with 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad." The comments of these 
two typical newspapers is interesting, if not important. 
Under the caption,. "Alone on the Heights." the Baltimore 
paper saj'S editorially of Senator Bruce's attitude :
